EJ school board wants change in forestland proceeds

EAST JORDAN — The 
Jordan Public 
Schools’ Board adopted a 
resolution urging the state 
Legislature to revise regu- 
lation of school forestland 
property. 

School districts that own 
land with timber are regu- 


lated by the state when 
selling any portion. Public 
Act 377 of 2004 states 
public agencies, including 
schools, receive 50 percent 
of the proceeds when they 


_ sell forestland, with the 


state’s general fund receiv- 
ing the other 50 percent. 
The resolution adopted 
by the Board asks the Leg- 
islature to allow school 


. districts to retain all pro- 


ceeds. Retaining 100 per- 
cent would be conditioned 
upon the districts deposit- 
ing all proceeds in a per- 
manent endowment fund. 


Under the revision of the 
Act, the principal amount 
of the proceeds from the 
sale would be preserved in 
perpetuity. At the same 
time, interest on the prin- 


cipal amount would pro- 
vide yearly revenue for the 
school district. 

In other matters, Supr. 
Chip Hansen reported on 
the East Jordan Public 
Schools’ Endowment 
Fund shows a fund bal- 
ance . approaching 
$50,000. The fund was es- 
tablished a year ago with 
the support of the 


Charlevoix County Com- 


. munity Foundation. 


The school district’s 
Strategic Planning Steer- 
ing Committee recom- 
mended the creation of the 
fund as an alternative 
source of revenue for the 
district. 

The board also finalized 
a resolution to place a one- 
year 2.25-mill proposal on 


the’ May 8 ballot. The 
Headlee Restoration pro- 
posal would apply only to 
nonhomestead properties 
within the school district. 
If approved, the full 18- 
mills allowed would have 
been levied.

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FOOD FOR THE MIND 


First mud sledding then potato soup time 


Hey ho, winter campers, its about time to start 
preparing some of our favorite winter foods and 
while I force my youngsters outside to do some sled- 
ding I will be dusting off the soup pot and conjur- 
ing up a bubbly brew of goodness to take away the 
chill when the boys come back in all rosy cheeked 
with terrible hat hair. 


“What was that, boys? The temperature is:38 de-— 


grees and all of the snow has melted? You say the 
hill is just mud now?” What they’re actually doing 
is trying to get back in and onto the video games 
but don’t you worry; I’m wise to those 2007 ma- 
neuvers. 

“Boy’s when I was your age we didn’t need sleds 
or snow to go sled riding. Why we would grab up 
an old garbage can lid and head to the hill at Farmer 
Fred’s where he kept his Black Angus herd. There 
was one nice run that was just a muddy path and 
spots of cow manure that would get slicker than 
any old snow hill anyway. Why we would fly down 
that path.” 

Well whatever it takes for you and I to get those 
teenage couch potatoes off of the game controllers 
and into some cardiovascular activities on the week- 
ends makes every bit of sense to me and we will 
have a nice hot treat waiting for them when they 
get back in. With a little luck we actually will get 
some snow at some point that will stay around long 
enough to provide some fun. 

One of my family’s favorite winter lunches is 
homemade potato soup and I’ve got a new recipe 
that’s quite good courtesy of Laura Bush of the 
Washington DC/Texas Bush’s. Our first lady is a 
charming and gracious individual, no matter what 
your politics, and as it turns out, a great’ source for 
some simple, down home and delicious recipes. 
Give this one a try. 


Laura Bush’s Baked Potato Soup 
(4 to 6 large servings) 

6 cups left over mashed potatoes 

2 tablespoons butter 

1 medium onion, diced 

Ib. bacon, diced, cooked and drained (freeze ba- 
con for easy cutting) 
| 1 large red:bell pepper, diced 
, 2 cups sharp cheddar cheese, grated 
‘ cup chives, minced 


4 tablespoons sour cream 

2 to 3 cups whipping cream or half and half 

Kosher salt & fresh ground black pepper to taste 

In a large soup pot, sauté onions and red pepper 
over medium heat in 2 tablespoons of melted but- 


‘ter until the onions turn clear. Add bacon, pota- 


toes and whipping cream to desired consistency. 
(Skim milk or chicken stock may be used to re- 
duce calories, if you must.) Heat until just up to a 
simmer; salt and pepper to taste. You’re ready to 
serve. When serving, garnish each bowl with a 
dollop of sour cream, some grated cheddar cheese 
and a sprinkle of chives. 


There’s a lot of great side dishes to compliment 
your soup suchas hot, fresh sourdough bread, 
cornbread sticks, hot rolls and more, but my per- 
sonal favorite is freshly baked, hot from the oven, 
buttermilk biscuits with butter. Here’s a new take 
on this dish that even the most timid baker can pre- 
pare like a pro. 


Scratch Buttermilk Biscuits 
(Makes about 10 servings.) 
2 cups all-purpose flour (Martha White is great!) 
1-1/2 teaspoons baking powder 
1/8th teaspoon baking soda 
teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons sugar 
cup shortening 
1/3 cup heavy cream 
1/3 cup milk 
1 cup buttermilk 
1 cup or more flour, for rolling 
2 tablespoons melted butter 


_ Preheat oven to 425°F and butter an.8 or 9-inch 
cake pan. Place the dry ingredients in a mixing bowl 
and with a paddle attachment mix in the shortening 
until pea sized pieces remain. With a wooden spoon, 
stir in the cream, milk and buttermilk and let sit for 
2 minutes. The dough should be very wet and look 
something like cottage cheese. 

Place 1 cup of flour on a sheet pan with a wall 
and flour your hands. Using a small or medium ice 
cream scoop, dip into the batter and place, scoops 
of batter onto the flour until the pan is full. Care- 
fully toss the scoops of batter in the flour then lift

The facts behind © 
our budget deficit

Fact: Over the past decade, both the Engler and Granholm ad- 
ministrations have spent our tax dollars beyond inflation. If the Leg- 
islature and respective Republican and Democratic administrations 
had held state spending to inflationary increases during the last de- 
cade the state would have an extra $4 billion. right now, and would 
not be facing a deficit. 

Lansing is engulfed in a debate as to whether the answer to the 
state’s budget deficit is to increase taxes. The problem is not the 
amount of money coming into the state coffers. The budget has grown 
from $39 billion to a proposed $43 billion in the last four years. The 
problem is Lansing’s addiction to spending. 

I believe Lansing should get every ounce out of the tax dollars we 
pay before they ask us to pay more. In a $42 billion dollar budget, 
there is room to cut! If there is one thing I have learned in Lansing 
already in my short two-year tenure it is that once government cre- 
ates a revenue source (tax), it is almost impossible to stop it as the 
bureaucracy created by that tax becomes reliant upon it for its con- 
tinuation, justification and existence. 

Increasing revenues by means of taxation and fees only furthers 
the ever-growing overspending problem which plagues Michigan’s 
budget. Let’s face it, politicians love to bring home the bacon to 
their districts and it’s easier to get votes by spreading the wealth then 
by cutting it. 

So where can we cut? Here are just a few suggestions to solve our 
current deficit, there are plenty more where these come from, just 
visit the follow web-sites that offer additional suggestions: http:// 
www.mackinac.org/ www.americansforprosperity.org. 

¢ Eliminate Prevailing Wages: State prevailing wage laws 
requirenion wages to be paid for all government construction projects. 
In one small community in my district, this law added $800,000 to 
the cost of the marina improvements after they had been bid out at 
local market wages! This change for just school projects alone would 
save $150 million. 

¢ Common Sense Reform in Medicaid & Welfare: There is no 
reason that a 19 or 20 year old who is covered on a parent’s policy 
should be also covered by Medicaid. Similarly, there is no reason 
that we should.be paying for a parent’s Medicaid coverage when that 
parent has his or her own private coverage. Yet we do, and it costs 
millions per year. Reforming these programs could save $240 mil- 
lion according to an independent group that has studied the issue. 

v* Reducing the Price of Government: The Governor just negoti- 
ated a three-year, 10% pay increase for state employees. We have 
great employees, and they déserved a raise, but the private sector is 
not giving these kinds of raises now. If we negotiate a simple 1-3% 
reduction in these increases as well as similar salary cuts for legisla- 
tors and the Governor, this would likely save between $120-150 mil- 
lion per year. . ; 

Before you sign on to the proposed tax increases, ask yourself 
whether government is currently respecting the taxpayer dollars it 
receives. I think we can do a better job. If you agree, please feel free 
to forward me any ideas or suggestions for reducing state spending. 
Tam a firm believer that best ideas don’t always originate in Lansing.
